CHAPTER 142 

PENSION FUNDS FOR POLICEMEN AND FIREMEN 

s. F. 108 

AN ACT to amend the law as it appears in section six thousand three hundred ten (6310) 
of the 1924 code, relating to the tax authorized to be levied for a pension fund for 
·pollce and tire departments In cities and towns. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly 0/ the State o/Iowa: 

1 SECTION 1. Tax authorized. That section six thousand three hun-
2 dred ten (6310) of the code, 1924, is hereby amended by striking out 
3 all after the semicolon (;) in line seven (1) down to the semicolon in 
4 line twelve (12) and insert the following: 
5 "cities having a population in excess of thirty-five thousand, in-
6 cluding cities under special charter, may levy an additional tax not 
7 to exceed one-h~lf mill for each such department for such purpose."

CHAPTER 143 

RESTRICTED RESIDENCE DISTRICTS 

H. It'. 43 

AN ACT to amend section slxty·four hundred seventy·four (6474) of the code, 1924, 
relating to restricted residence districts. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly 0/ the State o/Iowa: 

1 SECTION 1. That section sixty-four hundred seventy-four (6474), 
2 of the code, 1924, is amended by inserting between the words "first" 
3 and "class", in line one thereof, the words "and second".
